mittee of the Arkansas Legisla- 
tive 
Council

Wednesday to study whether 
changes should be made in the 
law to increase revenues in the 
Constitutional and Fiscal Agen- 
cies Fund. 


The fund takes 3 per cent of 


special and general revenues to 
finance the operation of the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial 
branches of state government, 
plus agencies such as the Reve- 
nue and Administration depart- 
ments. 


Marcus Halbrook, Legislative 


Council director, said increased 
demands on the fund had dimin- 
ished balances in the account. 
He said the fund faced an esti- 
mated deficit of $106,000 this 
year. 


The council staff suggested 


that the fund could be beefed 
up by increasing the percentage 
of special and general revenues 
the fund receives. 


Among other suggestions was 


the transfer of some depart- 
ments now operating under the 
fund to the general services ac- 
count, where they would be sup- 
oorted from the normal distri- 
aution of general revenues.

IRS Offering 
Free Service 
to Taxpayers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Internal Revenue Service, 
a 


stickler for accuracy, is offering 
to figure income taxes free for 
30 million Americans, 3.6 mil- 
lion of whom fouled up their re- 
turns last year. 


The IRS said Wednesday a 


taxpayer could qualify if he 
earns no more than $20,000 a 
year, takes the standard 10 per 
cent deduction rather than item- 
ized deductions, and has income 
only from salaries, wages, 
dividends, interest, pensions and 
annuities. 


In another move aimed at 


easing the pain of separating 
citizens from taxes the IRS un- 
veiled a revamped standard tax 
return form—form 1040. This 
year the instructions on how to 
fill blanks are in a separate 
booklet, not on the back of the 
sheet where last year's aggra- 
vated form-fillers were forced 
to keep peeking. 


Taxpayers who qualify for 


free figuring can simply fill out 
vital information about them- 
selves, list their income, and 
send in the return, along with 
W-2 forms. 


The government does the rest. 


If 
a 
taxpayer's 
withholding 


doesn't cover the amount owed, 
he will get a bill. If he's due a 
refund, that will be sent along. 


If the taxpayer catches the 


government overcharging him, 
he could demand 
a 
refund, 


along with 6 per cent interest. 


But if the government pays a 


taxpayer too large a refund the 
IRS could collect the overage, 
but no interest if the money was 
paid quickly. 


In the past, the IRS offers to 


figure income tax had been ex- 
tended to Americans making up 
to $5,000. It estimated 30 million 
qualify for free figuring under 
the new rules, but wouldn't 
guess how many will take ad 
vantage of the offer.

pounds per person this year, up 
2% pounds from 1969, the report 
estimates. 


Pork eaters will consume 65.4 


pounds, only a fraction of a 
pound more than in 1969; veal 
will be down and lamb will hold 
even. Chicken, benefiting com- 
petitively 
from 
higher meat 


prices, is put at 41.7 pounds, up 
from 39 last year. 


The report was the second in 


a recent series relating consum- 
er food costs to what farmers 
are paid. Earlier the depart- 
ment said retail prices are ex- 
pected to continue rising next 
year but that the farmer's share 
of the consumer food dollar will 
not. 


Based on disposable income, 


consumers this year are expect- 
ed to spend about 16.5 cents of 
each take-home dollar on food. 
This would be slightly less than 
in 1969 and continues a down- 
ward trend. 


Although cautious, the report 


said consumers can expect "a 
large decline" in pork prices if

Opponents of

tion-backed farm bill are ma-

The opponents claim the ad- 


ministration's 
bill would cost 


the nation's farmers more than 
a billion dollars in income by 
1973. 


Led by Sen. George Mc- 


Govern, 
a 
Democrat 
from 


wheat-raising South Dakota, the 
group of 30 or more senators 
moved to pressure for House ap- 
proval <?f a bill more akin to one 
first passed by the Senate. 


The senators point to signs of 


farmer anger displayed at vot- 
ing places in the Nov. 3 election. 


They raise the specter of no 


new farm programs at all if de- 
fenders of the administration- 
backed bill continue on what 
they term an "intransigent" 
course. 


The McGovern forces hoped 


to convince the Senate to turn 
down the report of a House-Sen- 
ate conference committee which 
wrote a compromise bill earlier 
this year after one of the storm- 
iest sessions in memory. 


This would send the bill back 


to conference and instruct con- 
ferees to stick to main provi- 
sions of the Senate-passed bill.

new measure and continuing for 
a year provisions of present law 
tied to disputed items in the new 
bill.

Having reason to fear 
I might have venereal disease 
and knowing the worst of it 
unto death, I can't bring my- 
self to seek medical atten- 
tion for shame, all the per- 
sonal questions and effect on 
others in my family. How can 
this lesson well-learned be 
handled 
discreetly? I am 


dying of shame. 


Dear Reader — It always 


makes me sad to read a let- 
ter like this. How much we 
all suffer from fear. So many 
people are so afraid of losing 
the love and respect of those 
closest to them that they 
can't even talk about their 
most important problems. 


Man's tendency 
to hide 


himself and the loneliness he 
experiences because of it is 


much worse than the prob- 
lem. Few people realize that 
no man or woman has a 
unique problem. Very often 
friends and loved ones also 
suffer in their own private 
hell. 


Go to your doctor in con- 


fidence. There aren't very 
many problems in living that 
he hasn't been exposed to. 
He is q u a l i f i e d to handle 
even a delicate problem like 
yours. I hope you will go see 
a doctor and trust him. 


It's a shock to realize you 


may have venereal disease. 
But it isn't the first time. 
Gonorrheaj-is the most'com- 
mon 
reportable 
infectious 


disease in the United States 
because a large number of 
people lead something be- 
sides a monastic existence. 
It is time people accepted 
what h u m a n s 
are and 


learned to protect them- 
selves.

A person 
who has loss of hair all over 
the body in early life should 
see a skin specialist (derma- 
tologist). In certain cases it 
will be necessary to see an 
endocrinologist (a gland spe- 
cialist) .

Head Start 
Cutback by 
10,000 Seen

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite President Nixon's commit- 
ment to promote the welfare of 
preschool children, administra- 
tion and congressional budget 
cutting may turn away an esti- 
mated 10,000 youngsters from 
the Head Start program. 


With the House paring funds 


for the preschool program to 
$321 million, Dr. Edward F. Sig- 
ler, director of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare's Office of 
Child Development, has told re- 
gional Head Start officials to 
plan for a money reduction av- 
eraging between 7 and 10 per 
cent for the fiscal year ending 
next June 21. 


Head Start officials say a $321 


million appropriation would re- 
sult in at least 10,000 children 
being turned away from the pro- 
gram. 


The fund cut "will mean dif- 


ferent things in different com- 
munities," Sigler said in an in- 
terview. "In some it will mean 
cutting out lightly-attended pro- 
grams, in others cutting back 
summer programs; and in some 
kicking children out of ongoing 
full-year programs that stretch 
over two years. 


"The one thing I absolutely 


refuse to do, however, is sacri- 
fice quality' by offering reduced 
services to the same number of 
children," he said. 


Head Start officials estimate 


$350 million is required to fi- 
nance the education, nutrition, 
and health services now offered 
the 263,000 children in full year 
programs and 209,000 children 
in summer programs for the 
disadvantaged. 


President Nixon—who prom- 


ised in February 1969 "to pro- 
vide all American children an 
opportunity for healthful and 
stimulating development during 
the first five years of life"—re- 
quested $339 million for Head 
Start. 


The administration, however, 


did not ask Congress for more 
after it became clear $350 mil- 
lion was required to maintain 
the program at present levels. 


And the House then cut the 


figure to $321 million. 


The prospective cutback, how- 


ever, has produced protests 
from parents and Head Start or- 
ganizations, a last-minute legis- 
lative push in the Senate and an 
indefinite offer of help from 
HEW Secretary Elliot L. Rich- 
ardson.

terms, PR has been more close- 
ly identified publicly with Rock- 
efeller's political activities than 
with other affairs. Ward, 39, 
formerly a reporter with the 
Arkansas Democrat in Little 
Rock, said its political involve- 
ment had been exaggerated. 


"It is a service as much as 


it is a policy maker," Ward 
said. "It developed to a large 
extent after the governor took 
office (in 1967) to fill in the 
gaps he saw in the governor's 
office of a public relations na- 
ture." 


Ward said PR gave top pri- 


ority to assisting Rockefeller in 
his role as governor. In addi- 
tion, he said, it provides ser- 
vices to Rockefeller in connec- 
tion with his business interests, 
such as Winrock Farms and 
Winrock Enterprises, and his 
philanthropic activities.

Scientists 
Want Senate 
Bill Killed 


WASHINGTON < A P ) - About 


750 top scientists including six 
Nobel Prize winners are urging 
the Senate to kill a defense fa- 
cilities and industrial security 
proposal they say is "a bill of 
horrors." 


The scientists from 138 uni- 


versities, medical schools, hos- 
pitals and research institutions 
in 35 states and Washington, 
D.C., 
signed a petition "against 


what they see as a threat to 
their work in the laboratories," 
a spokesman said. 


A delegation arranged a meet- 


ing with Sen. Edward M. Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., today to present 
the petition opposing the House- 
passed bill, which would apply 
to campus research on classi- 
fied military projects. 


Petition signers include Nobel 


laureates Hans Bethe, Arthur 
Kornberg, Salvador Luria, Lin- 
us Pauling, Albert Szent-Gyor- 
gyl and George Wald, plus pres- 
idential scientific advisers Je- 
rome Wiesner and Jerrold Za- 
charias of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology and George 
Kistiakowski of Harvard, the 
spokesman said. 


Backers of the 
legislation, 


which cleared the House 274 to 
65 last January, call it an effec- 
tive means of balancing an indi- 
vidual's interests against the 
nation's security interests. 


Rep. 
Richard H. Ichord, D- 


Mo., chairman of the House In- 
ternal Security Committee, says 
it would bar subversives from 
sensitive positions in defense fa- 
cilities and from obtaining clas- 
sified information. 


Kennedy agrees 
with 
the 


scientists' views and called the 
bill unnecessary, unwise and al- 
most certainly unconstitutional. 


He said it gives the president 


and secretary of defense power 
to designate virtually any insti- 
tution a defense facility and to 
investigate any person connect- 
ed with that institution. 


Other opponents say the bill is 


a serious threat to personal lib- 
erties and an attempt to over- 
come eight Supreme Court deci- 
sions on civil rights.

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Climbers Get 
to Top After 
Long 27 Days

Heroes of El Capitan celebrated 
their 27-day climb up the sheer

Warren Harding and Dean 


Caldwell sipped champagne and 
munched 
fried 
chicken—their 


first hot food since Oct. 23—and 
declared their first ascQnt of El 
Capitan's "Wall of the Morning 
Light" would be their last. 


"I feel great," said Harding, 


40, of West Sacramento, Calif., 
as he arrived on the El Capitan 
crest just before noon Wednes- 
day, smiling broadly through a 
heavy black and grey beard. 


Caldwell, 
27, 
of 
Portland, 


Ore., commented, "I don't think 
I want to do the same one 
again. But I'll do others like it." 


The climbers said they hoped 


In form an expedition next June 
to attempt a new ascent route 
on a 20,000-foot ice peak in the 
Peruvian Andes called Jirishan- 
ca. Then they want to try the 
unclimbed rock wall along the 
Angel Falls in Venezuela. 


Their first reaction on reach- 


ing HI Capitan's summit was as- 
tonishment at the size of the 
welcoming crowd, about 75 fel- 
low climbers and news report- 
ers who got to the top the easy 
w a y - by a trail on the opposite 
side. 


"(lod, ] don't believe it!" said 


C'aklwell as he arrived on top 
first at 11:34 a.m. Wednesday. 
He turned away and calmly re- 
sumed the chore of hauling up 
the 400 ivninds of gear the men 
had carried 3,000 vertical feet 
and bringing up Harding on the 
climbing rope at 11:53 a.m. 
Then their girl friends rushed to 
the men and hugged and kissed 
them. 


The s|xjt was less than 200 


feet 
from 
where 
Harding 


emerged on the fiist ascent of 
the face of El Capitan by an 
easier route 12 years ago this 
month. 


The reunion of the climbers 


and the girls began a celebra- 
tion that lasted into the night 
and delayed their return to the 
flat rock-bound valley until well 
after dark. 


Also on top was a five-man 


standby team of crack valley 
climbers left 
over 
from 
an 


aborted rescue attempt, called 
off last Friday when Caldwell 
shouted to the ground that "like 
hell" would he leave the rock 
except under his own power.

ropes. Caldwell escaped injury 
but Harding suffered scrapes 
and bruises. 


Harding and Caldwell had 


hoped to reach the summit late 
Tuesday, but ran into more dif- 
ficult climbing than expected on 
the overhanging rock near the 
top. 


They slept 40 feet from the 


crest Tuesday night while news- 
men and fellow climbers turned 
the vast El Capitan summit into 
a campground.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Data 


on campaign spending by Re- 
publicans has begn to tricle in 
at the office of secretary of 
state, but none is available thus 
far on the major GOP candi- 
dates. 


Two Republican 
legislative 


candidates have become the 
first in their party to submit re- 
ports for expenditures in the 
general election campaign. 
Preston Bynum reported ex- 
penses of $3,465 in his success- 
ful race for re-election in Posi- 
tion 1 of House District 1, which 
is Benton Jounty. 


Mrs. 
Betty Roden Wlcli list- 


ed expenditures of $528 in her 
losing campaign for election to 
Position 2, House District 16, 
which is composed of Jackson 
and Wooruff counties. 


Like other records filed with 


Secretary of State Kelly Bryant, 
the expenditure reports 
are 


available for public inspection. 


Section 2 of Article 11 of the 


Arkansas Election Code, which 
SS Act 465 of 1969, requires with- 
in 60 days of each election re- 
ports by candidates on expendi- 
tures of $25 or more "made or 
permitted to be made" in seek- 
ing office. 


The general election cam- 


paign expenditure reports must 
be filed with the secretary of 
state's office but reports of 
spending in the primary election 
campaigns are required to be 
filed only with the secretaries 
of the candidates' respective 
parties. 


The law does not specifically 


state that the copies sent to the 
party secretaries shall be avail- 
able for public inspection and 
the Republican party has yet to 
take an open door position on 
the reports. 


This is in line with the posi- 


tion taken by the number one 
Republican, Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller, who declined be- 
fore and after his unsuccessful 
bid for re-election to report how 
much he was spending. 


Sterling R. Cockrill Jr. of Lit- 


tle Rock, who was the Repub- 
lican nominee for lieutenant 
governor, and Jim Sheets of Si- 
loam Springs, who was the GOP 
candidate for secretary of state, 
were beneficiaries of financial 
aid from Rockefeller and have

WASHINGTON (AP) — A, 


quota-setting foreign trade bill 
that backers say would protect 
threatened U.S. industries has 
narrowly survived a House par- 
liamentary battle. 


With the parliamentary strug- 


gle over, the bill drastically 
modifying the 35-year-old U.S. 
policy of freer trade was set for 
expected passage today. 


Opponents hoping to strike the 


quotas and other provisions they 
say would "kick off a real trade 
war" at first Wednesday won a 
rare 204-189 rejection of the 
House leadership's take-it-or- 
leave-it rule against amending 
the bill on the floor.

American-made 
shirts

printed fabrics would be driven 
off the market within five years 
by cheaper imports if the textile 
quotas are not imposed. For- 
eign-made shoes also threaten 
the U.S. industry, he said. 


Discounting an estimate that 


the quotas would cost consum- 
ers $3.7 billion a year in higher 
prices by 1975, Mills said con- 
sumers are workers but those in 
the textile and shoe industries 
would not remain workers with- 
out the quotas. 


Mills also defended the bill's 


perpetuation 
of 
oil 
quotas, 


which opponents say adds $5 bil- 
lion to $7 billion a year to the 
price of oil. 


A less restrictive tariff sys- 


tem, Mills said, would automati- 
cally drive up oil prices. 


He said a new formula in the 


bill would impose semiautomat- 
ic quotas on other foreign prod- 
ucts when "they are coming in 
with such speed and velocity" 
as to threaten competing U.S. 
industries. But even then, he 
said, the President could refuse 
to impose the quotas if he de- 
clared they are "not in the na- 
tional interest." 


Rep. Richard Boiling, D-Mo., 


said "this bill is headed in the 
wrong direction at the wrong 
time for the wrong reasons. 
"This is a move toward econom- 
ic isolationism. And it's a dan- 
gerous step for this lame duck 
Congress to even consider it "

FT. HOOD, Tex. (AP) - With 


tears glistening on his cheeks, 
S. Sgt. David Mitchell testified 
today he shot no one in a South 
Vietnamese hamlet during an 
alleged massacre in 1968, and 
he saw no one shot. 


Ossie Brown, Mitchell's law- 


yer, asked him one question: 


"Did 
you shoot any Viet- 


namese people ...?" 


"No, sir ..." Mitchell inter- 


rupted. 


"... in a ditch at My Lai 4 on 


March 16, 1968?" 


"No, sir, Mr. Brown, I did 


not." 


"I tender the witness," Brown 


said. 


Under cross-examination by 


Capt. Michael Swann, Mitchell 
said he helped gather up ap- 
proximately 30 Vietnamese ci- 
vilians. 


He said he took the civilians 


to a ditch outside My Lai, left 
them there in the custody of 
Paul Meadlo. Terre Haute, Ind., 
and then set up a perimeter 50 
or 60 meters beyond the ditch 
with his squad. 


Mitchell said 1st Lt. William 


L. Calley Jr. later ordered him 
to go back into the village "to 
check it out." 


"Did you see anybody shot 


that day?" Swann asked. 


"No, sir, I didn't," Mitchell 


replied. 


Brown had told the court at 


the end of Wednesday's session 
he had completed his evidence 
except for the possible testimo- 
ny of Lt. William L. Calley Jr., 
who is himself being court-mar- 
tialed at Ft. Benning, Ga., on 
charges of murdering 102 South 
Vietnamese civilians at My Lai. 


Brown told newsmen he un- 


derstood that Calley, the ser- 
geant's platoon leader at My 
Lai wanted to testify in the 
Mitchell case but that his law- 
yer refused to permit it. 


In two days, Brown called 20 


witnesses, including James Dur- 
si, a platoon member who said 
he helped push Vietnamese into 
a drainage ditch at My Lai on 
Galley's order but refused to 
shoot them. 


Dursi said he saw Mitchell 


standing beside a hut away 
from the ditch after the shooting 
began. 


Dursi, a New Yorker, said 


Paul Meadlo of Terre Haute, 
Ind., asked him why he was not 
shooting. 


"I just couldn't," Dursi said. 


"I just refused to fire. I just 
said I can't and won't and 
looked down at the ground."

SAIGON (AP) - A U.S. Ma- 


rine helicopter returning to Da 
Nang with a crippled patrol 
crashed into a mountain side in 
the fog Wednesday, killing all 15 
Marines aboard. 


It was the worst crash in Viet- 


nam since Aug. 26, when a big 
CH47 Chinook helicopter 
was 


shot down southeast of Da Nang 
and 31 U.S. Army men were 
killed. 


Among the dead in Wednes- 


day's crash was Lt. Col. Wil- 
liam 
Leftwich 
of 
Memphis, 


Tenn., Tennessee's Man of the 
Year in 1965. 


The helicopter, a medium-size 


CH46, crashed in the Que Son 
range about 22 miles southwest 
of Da Nang. 


The U.S. Command said the 


cause of the crash was un- 
known, but other sources said 
fog and poor visibility apparent- 
ly were responsible. 


The wreckage was found on 


the side of the mountain and all 
of the bodies were recovered to- 
day by a Marine ground team 
landed by helicopters. 


The ill-fated CH46 had lifted 


out a small Marine patrol from 
the Que Son mountains and was 
returning to the unit's base in 
Da Nang when it got lost in the 
clouds, field reports said. Anoth- 
er helicopter following it could 
not spot the craft and lost radio 
contact. 


"The patrol in the Que Son 


mountains got into trouble," 
said one officer. "One man 
broke his leg and two more 
came down with fever. , They 
called back and asked for a heli- 
copter to lift them out." 
,_l£jtwich.decided to pull out 
the entire patrol. 
Informed 


sources said he had always gone 
in after his men when there was 
an emergency, and he was the 
first aboard the 45-foot-long 
CH46 that was assigned to lift 
out the team. 


Leftwich was serving his sec- 


ond tour in Vietnam. He was an 
adviser to South Vietnamese 
Marines from February 1965 un- 
til February 1966. At that time, 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland, 
then commander of U.S. forces 
in Vietnam, called him the best 
adviser in Vietnam. 


Leftwich returned to Vietnam 


for a second tour last February 
after serving in Washington as 
an aide to Undersecretary of the 
Navy John Winter.
